Hon. T. A. Crerajp will not seek a 
seat in the Comnsbns again, but will 
reform the Sgmate from within. His 
indepdhdence fed him into almost 
every camp and he fared well ih all. 
During the other war he was for 
conscription and joined a coalition to 
bring it about. He was loyal.to Sir 
Robert Borden but when Sir Robert 
resigned, Mr. Crerar went his own 
way, landing eventually in Macken¬ 
zie King’s party and government 
where he has been ever since, even 
when Mr. King opposed conscription 
and coalition. 

He listened unmoved to attacks 
upon the government to which he 
had belonged. It had served his 
purpose at the time and was of no 
use to him now. In one thing oniy 
did he distinguish himself. Through 
long and patient practice he acquir¬ 
ed the faculty of expounding a 
problem in such a way that he really 
thought and could make a sympa¬ 
thetic audience believe he was of¬ 
fering a solution. He could des«riDe 
the symptoms so well that his pa¬ 
tients thought he was prescribing 
the remedy.
